The Cleveland Herald has succeeded in at- 


| tracting some attention to itself by the re- 


cent publication of the following paragraph : 

In a number of instances, gentlemen supposed to be 
near the President have declared he does not seek 3 
third term, but in every instance it has been prociaim- 
ed, after such avowal, that no one has a right to speak 
for the President. The consequence is, it has come to 
be very generally believed that the President does 
seek a third term. All the affectation of modesty that 


‘suggests that the President cannot properly decline to 


run a third time until asked by a Convention, and ali 
the pretense that the third term is a bug-bear, do not 
amount to shucks im the light of the suspicion that 
everything pointe tothe fact that the President daes 
desire a third term, and that the official ond 


friends of the President are working for that end. 
The reason why the paragraph has attracted | 
attention is not merely because the Cleveland | 
| Herald is a Republican journal, but because 


it has been regarded as a common-sense, 


‘matter-of-fact newspaper, not given to sen- 
‘sational journalism. We fear it cannot re- 
peat the sentiments expressed above without 
forfeiting its claim to this reputation. 


If we credit all the statements herein at- 


tributed to gentlemen “ supposed to be near 


the President, and admit, for argument 's 
sake, that the President does desire a third 
term,” what then? The office of President 
is not an appointive office, and it is not in 
the power of Gen. Gnavr to fix himself in 
the chair by his own individual will If 
Gen. Grant's desire to serve a third term 


has even taken so strong a hold upon 


him as to exercise an influence over 
his personal and officiel friends (of 
which we have never yet noticed any evi- 
dence), we do not see how these friends can 
dictate a nomination to the Republican 
party unless there is a majority sentiment in 
that party in favor of a third term. Or, if 
the Republican party should be overcome by 
Gen. Grawr and his friends, we do not see 
how its nomination is going to elect Gen. 
Grant for a third term unless a majority of 
the people of the United States want to elect 
him. When we have reached this point, it 
must be admitted that a majority of the peo- 
ple have a right to elect Gen. Grant for a 
third term, if they see fit; but, without their 
consent and op-operation, we cannot sce 
what the individual inclinations of the 
President and his friends can possibly have 
to de with the matter. 

The real question, then, is: Do a majority 
of the people want Gen. Grant to serve a 
third term? The Cleveland Herald may make 
up a reasonable estimate on this in its own 


How many voters are there | 


in Cleveland who are in favor of a third 
term? How many people are there in Ohio 
who advocate it? Are there a thousand? 
Are there fifty? Are there half a dozen? 
Has the editor of the Cleveland Herald heard 
a single individual express himself as in favor 
of a third term? If not,—and we assume 
not,—then Third-Term is a political will-o’- 
the-wisp, and the Herald declaration 
amounts to nothing more than that Gen. 
Grant has been deceived by it. Of even 
this a good many people will continue to 
doubt. | 

What we have assumed to be true of Cleve- 
land and Ohio is true of every other section 
of the country where the Republican party 
is in the majority or likely to be at the next 
Presidential election. There have been 3 
good many declarations against a third term, 
but no declarations tn favor of it have comme 
under our notice. Congress has given no in- 
dication of such a preference. No State 
Legislature has declared in favor of it. No 
political convention has indorsed it. Not a 
single newspaper in the country is advocating 
it, We have never yet an individual 
voter express himself as either desiring or 
willing to vote for a third term. Then where 
is the danger? Is it even probable that Gen. 
Geant entertains so palpable a delusion in 
view of the universal sentiment in favor of 
the two-term principle, manifested daily in 
such a variety of ways? 

There is but one theory which admits of 
the possible nomination of Gen. Grant by 
the Republican Convention, viz.: That all 
the Southern States will send full delegations

Many cases have been settled; the crowded 
dockets of the other courts have been re- 
lieved of part of their burden; and thus the

The efficacy of courts of arbitration where 
questions between capital and labor are con- 
cerned has been amply proved by the experi- 
ence Of England and France.

A great com- 
mercial city needs some court which shall be 
exclusively devoted to mercantile disputes. 
In such disputes, time is often of vital im- 
portance, It is intolersble to abide the law's 
proverbial delays. A court of arbitration 
would settle the matter off-hand. If the 
Legisl#ture of Illinois, at its last session, had 
provided for a court of this sort in Cook 
County, instead of merely increasing the 
number of Judges in one of the courts al- 
ready establisned, the effect in lessening the 
present pressure on our dockets and hasten- 


ing the despatch of business would probably 
have been much more marked than it will be 


now. : 


FREE-TRADERS. 

The Pontiac Ve- Trader, a Democratic 
paper, finds fault with Tun Tarox because 
it is a Republican paper and does not advo- 
cate a high protective tariff, but supports a 
revenue tariff. It assumes that the Repyb- 
lican party is a Protectionist organization, 
while the Democratic party is committed to 
Free Trade. There was a time when the two 
parties of the country distinctly tock issue 
upon this question of the tariff. The Whig 
party planted itself upon the American 
system” of Mr. Cray, which was 
essentially the Protective policy. The 
Democratic party, except in Pennsyl- 
vania, was opposed to Protectiof. In 
1846 the couatry, by an overwhelming vote 
adopted the revenue tarjff policy, which con- 
tinued until 1857, when the tariff was still 
farther reduced by the Bums bill,” sup- 
ported generally by the Republicans then in 
Congress. This low tariff policy continued 
until after the Rebellion broke out in 1861. 
It had among its ablest champions Senators 
and Representatives from New England. In 
the meantime, the slavery question over- 
shadowed all others; the Whig party went to 
pieces in 1852-3, and a large portion of it 
went over to the Democratic party, especially 
in the South, carrying with ther the doctrine 
of Protection, which they have religiously 
adhered to in that party ever since. The Re- 
publican party received the other part of the 
Whigs, and was largely recruited from the 
Democrats and Free Soilers. A distinctive 
party line on the tariff question has never 
been apparent since. Both the Democratic 
and Republican parties have been di- 
vided among themselves on that sub- 
ject; neither has had the courage 
to take positive grounds on either 
side of the question. Many of the ablest 
Revenue Reformers in Congress and in the 
country have been Republicans, and Protec- 
tion has had no more zealous defenders than 
Democrats. The Democratic party in New 
England is more or less in favor of Protec- 
tion. That party; which is so eloquent in 
favor of the rights of the States to the pos- 
session and enjoyment of their political pow- 
ers, have never a word to say in denunciation 
of the Governmental policy by which one- 
third of the prodact of every man’s labor is 
arbitrarily confiscated and taken from him 
and given to some other man who does not 
produce any surplus. The Democracy of 
Connecticut, aud New Hampshire, and Ver- 
mont have piteous tears to shed over 
the degradation to which white men 
are subjected in being compelled to 
vote at the same precincts with 
the negroes, but these same Democrats 
have no conscientious compunctions in pock- 


eting from one-third to one-half of all the 


earnings of these same impoverished people 
—whites and blacks—and leaving them des- 
titute and suffering. The Democracy of New 
England, Pennsylvania, Maryland, New Jer- 
sey, Kentucky, Tennessee, and other States, 
have semi-annual fast days on which to 
mourn over the robberies of the Southern 
people committed by the carpet-bagyers, but

THE GOLD IN THE WORLD. 

The Pall Mall Budget, referring to the ef- 
| fect of the recently-adopted policy of gold 
coinage in Germany, says that it has caused 
apprehension as to the supply for future de- 
mands, and has turned attention to the rate 
of production of the gold-yielding countries. 
It asserts, as an ned fact, that the an- 
nual wastuge of gold is equal to £3,000,000, 
or $15,000,000, and that, in addition to Ger- 
many, Japan and Holland have begun gold 
coinage. This wastage is in the wear, tear, 


amounted to $2,740,000,006, and the stock of 
gold existing at that time was $2,800,000,000, 
The product of the last twenty-seven years 
has, therefore, been a fraction over the stock 
theh on hand.

of gold, has now reached its maximum, and, 
indeed, if the productiveness of the mines 
does not increase, a slight decline in prices 
will probably take place. This assumption, 
however, resting as it does on the mistake as 
to productiveness of the American mines, is 
greatly weakened. If the greatest product 
was that of 1856, when it reached $156,000, - 
000, the product of 1874, including the cor- 
rected figures for the United States, was 
#140,250,000, and the reduction in the aggre- 
gate product is not, therefore, of such mag- 
nitude as to threaten any revolution in prices.
